Statement of Evidence 


The SS was ħilitarized beginning in March 1933, when 
special armed units of full-time garrisoned troops compos ed 
oj volunteer SS members were created, These units, wich 

t 
rapidly grew in strength, were a part neither of the 
Wehrmacht, nor of the Police, but were exclusively at the 
disposal of th ` Fuehrer, This militarization of the SS 
was the result of considered Nazi policy. Evidence as to 
the foregoing statements is set forth in detail in the 


trial brief on the SS. 


The SA was founded in 1921 as a para-military 
organization to fight political enemies of the Naziss 
After the accession of the Nazis to power, the SA was used 


to provide pre-military training at a time when the Reichs- 


wehr was legally limited to a strmegth of 100,000 men, 


Thus the SA, from its very inception, had a specific mili- 
tary purpose; this purpose was carried out fully and was 

gradually increased in scope. A full documentation of the 
military aspects of th s organization is given in the trial 


brief on the SA. 
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One of the chief purposes of the "Hitler Jugend" (commonly 


The Hitler Jugend 


known as the HJ) was to provide for militəry training of German 


youth at a very early age. As early as 1933, the HJ entered in= 


to a secret program of extensive pre-military training for German 
youth in conjunction with the SA and the Wehrmacht. In addition 

to general military training, members of the HJ were given special- 
ized training in various types of military units, such as flying 
units, naval units, motorized units, signal units, etc, A full 
exposition of the military activities of the HJ is set forth in 


the Brief for Count One IV (C) 2 of the Indictment, 


The NSKK (National Socialist Motor Corps) 

The original NSKK was started under the name ef NSAK (National 
Socialist Automobile Corps) on 1 April 1930 by Hitler, who joined as 
its first member, By the end of 1931 it had a membership of approxi- 
mately 10,000, as compared to 300 at the beginning of that year.

The TODT, Organization (OT) 


The TODT Organization, or OT, was another NSDAP affiliate 


that was used to further the niliteristic eins of the Nazi con- 
Spirators, The OT was originally en offshoot of the RAD and was 
created as a separate entity in June 1938 when Dr, Fritz Todt was 
charged with the construction of the Siegfried Line or West Wall, 


The military employment of the OT is clearly shown in the following

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passage from "Meenner der OT", which was published by the Photo- 
grevhic Office of the Reich Propegenda Office: 


"No sooner had the greetest ond most modern 
fortificetions of the world, the West Wall, been 
completed by the workers of the OT, when these 
very same workurs were called upon by the Fuehrer 
to prove their worth also in direct front service 
e o » end they thus helped a . to achieve the 
greatest victory in history, When the great of- 
fensive in the west began, the brown workers! 
columns of the TODI organization followed immedi- 
ately behind them, After the armistice with France 
hed been signed, an entirely new situetion developed 
for the TODT organization, Its columns hed pushed 
deep into enemy country, Not seldom did they have 
direct contact with the enemy -- their losses in
